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WASHINGTON (U P I) - Promising 
Americans an income tax cut next year, 
President Carter today signed legislation 
raising $227 billion in new Social Security 
taxes over the next decade. 
The law w ill rescue the financially ail­ 
ing system that sends checks to 33 
million people each year. It boosts taxes 
for 107 million American workers and 
their employers. 
“ This legislaion is wise,” Carter said 
at a signing ceremony in The White 
House Indian Treaty Room. “ It in­ 
creases the tax burden in a way that is 
the least burden to families in need.” 
But Carter, who is expected to submit 
a tax cut of more than $20 billion to 
Congress to help offset the burden of 
higher Social Security costs, told law­ 
makers at the ceremony: 
“ We’ll have a tax reduction in 1978. I 
know all the leaders w ill be working with 
me to have a greatly simplified and sub­ 
stantial reduction of taxes.” 
“ That w ill be easy to pass,” said 
Chairman Russell Long of the Senate 
Finance Committee. 
“ We’ll have a tax reduction in 1978,” 
added Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore., chairman 
of the House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee.

Santa Ana winds gusting up to 70 miles per hour whipped a brush fire out of control 
today on the south side of Vandenberg AFB. 
Initial reports of a five-acre brushfire on the north slope of Tranquillón Peak this 
morning turned into a raging blaze reported to be burning erratically out of control, 
charring 700 acres by 12:15 p.m. and burning northward. 
Clarence McCauley, 54, a heavy equipment operator with the Civil Service force, 
suffered second and third degree bums over 50 per cent of his body and was to be 
flown to Brooks Air Force Base bum center in San Antonio, Texas today. Another 
firefighter had lacerations. Unofficial reports from near the scene indicated there 
may be more injuries. 
A base source said workers on the 
scene indicated the fire may have been 
caused by strong winds blowing down 
power lines. Power was reported out for 
hours in at least one area on base. 
Fueled by the warm Santa Anas, the 
blaze reportedly is moving quickly and 
has trapped several vehicles. 
Base commander Col. Joseph Turner 
was reported to have narrowly escaped 
when the inferno surrounded and 
destroyed the vehicle he and a compa­ 
nion were in. Sources on the scene said 
he was sighted walking out on a fire 
break.

He indicated he 
would have considered a new 
resolution for adoption if he had 
known about the new proposals. 
Earlier, it was estimated the 
county’s contribution would 
rise from $1.5 million to pos­ 
sibly $1.8 million or more this 
year.

M EXICO CITY (U I*I) - Frantic Mexican 
shoppers, desperate to find that perfect 
Christmas gift, have one place to go in Mexico 
City that Am ericans don’t have — the 
smugglers’ market 
The market, a long double row of open stalls a 
few blocks from the capital’s main square, is a 
favorite shopping spot for Mexicans ranging 
from the humblest laborers to high society 
figures 
F'verv day of the week, city police are on the 
job sorting out the jam of cars pouring into the 
area — seemingly oblivious to the strictly illegal 
transactions going on half a block away where 
shoppers bargain for everything from American 
candy bars to Japanese television sets 
Ihê government s regular anti-contraband 
campaigns and the sporadic police raids have 
not dampened sales, which get brisker with the 
approach of Christmas and Kings' Day on Jan 6 
In November, hundreds of police swooped 
down on the market and confiscated more than 
$1 million worth of transistor radios, electric 
shavers, liquor, toys and cigarettes Within two 
hours, strolling musicians were playing in the 
streets to celebrate the reopening of the stalls 
The foreign merchandise is set out in orderly 


displays, along with domestic goods, on tables 
that line both sides of Tenochtitlan Street which 
is several blocks long and closed to traffic. 
There are Dutch cheeses. French champagne, 
British-made butter in cans. Japanese smoked 
oysters, India madras shirts. American toys, 
Norwegian dried cod, foreign-made computers, 
digital watches, typewriters, shaving lotion and 
perfumes At Christmas time, American-made 
Christmas tree lights are a favorite item 
Prices compare favorably with domestic 
products. Most of the stalls offer their wares at 
the same price, but bargaining is expected. 
Despite the public nature of the smugglers’ 
market, vendors are camera shy and don’t like 
to be questioned about their business. 
Photographers are warned not to take pictures 
and many stall owners turn away when they see 
a camera 
Most vendors aren't worried about authorities 
closing the market One put it this way: 
"The truth is we sell contraband because con­ 
sumers want it If local products were better 
quality, we'd have no business 
And if the 
government wants to stop smuggling, they'll 
have to start with the customs inspectors. 
Thev're the ones that let it in.”

DALLAS (UPI) - Richard 
and Kathleen Modigill knew 
their baby would be bom with a 
blood disorder requiring tranfu- 
sions. but the mother’s religion 
forbade blood transfusions. 
They were unable to find a 
doctor in their home state of 
Michigan who would agree to 
deliver the child without per­ 
mission to give a transfusion, 
according to a physician 
familiar with the case. 
So the Modigills, 
whose 
hometown was not released, 
came to Dallas to ha 
ihe baby 
delivered by a docto, 
also 
is a Jehovah's Witne? 
and 
shares Mrs 
Modigill s o°lief 
against transfusions 
The baby was delivered 
Wednesday by Caesarean sec­ 
tion at East town Osteopathic 
Hospital It died Sunday. 
The attending physician, Dr 
W E 
Winlow. defended the 
parents decision not to allow 
the transfusion 
“ Who am I as a doctor to take 
away the constitutional rights 
of individuals and question their 
religous beliefs?” he said. “ The 
parents have the decisions to 
make and they have the God- 
given right to do so." 
But Dr John Walton, a city 
councilman and a member of 
the staff at the hospital. Mon­ 
day criticized the way the case 
was handled and said other 
staff members also were out­ 
raged 
“ The medical staff, the ad­ 
ministration and the support 
staff do not in anyway endorse 
how this was handled." he said 
“ This type of action is very 
hard on our staff, to have to 
stand around and not do 
anything when you know 
something can be done.” 


Walton said the parents knew 
the baby would be born with an 
incompatible Rh factor, mean­ 
ing it would be allergic to its in­ 
herited blood. He said they 
could not find a doctor in their 
home state to handle the birth 
without their agreeing to a tran­ 
sfusion 
“ The parents were complete­ 
ly aware of the situation before 
thev came here,” said Walton. 


“ They came here for the sole 
purpose of finding someone who 
would not bring pressure for the 
transfusion. You would have 
had to force them to do it."

emphasized that those in­ 
terested should contact the 
clerk of the Board of Super­ 
visors 
the County Ad- 
ministraton Building in Santa 
Barbara 
Mrs №eger pointed out the 
commiss}n has decided to hold 
hearings Mtemately in North 


and South county areas, in 
Santa Maria and Lompoc to 
cover the North County and 
Santa Barbara to cover the 
South Coast. These meeting 
places will suffice to get input 
as well from the city of Car­ 
p in te ria and the c ity of 
Guadalupe, it was stated. 
The commission started out 
with a meeting in Santa Bar­ 
bara Nov. 29 and followed up 
with its first North County 
meeting Dec 8. 
Mrs. Krieger was especially 
pleased, she said, with the tur­ 
nout and comments at the Santa 
Maria meeting. She said agen­ 
cies were well-represented, and 
a number of others expressed 
themselves as individuals. 
Mrs. 
P a tric ia B lis s, of 
Montecito, will chair the Lom­ 
poc meeting. She said the public 
is invited to speak concerning 
needs in Lompoc area from 4 to 
6 p.m. at the session at Lompoc 
Public Library. 
Social services and programs 
are up for discussion at these 
meetings including needs of the 


elderly, health care, housing, 
mental health, transportation, 
day care and other problems. 
Mrs. Krieger said “ attention 
will be focused on identifying 
needs and e s ta b lis h in g 
priorities for the funding and 
delivery of services.” 


The commission, which at 
this point has 13 members, was 
set up by the Board of Super­

Hall said people several 
generations ago largely grew 
their own food or bought 
locally grown food The safety 
of food ingredients was seldom 
questioned and virtually never 
tested People enjoyed a con­ 
fidence that came from in­ 
nocence.

"The fact that today’s food is 
cleaner, safer, more varied and 
proportionately cheaper than 
ever before still doesn’t inspire 
the confidence in our food supp­ 
ly that at one time came from 
personal involvement,” he said 
Hall said foremost of food 
hazards today are food-borne 
germs that make perhaps 10 
million people sick a year 
He said nutritional problems 
in the form of overconsump­ 
tion. poor food choices and 
inadequate intake of essential 
nutrients must rank as the se­ 
cond most important food 
hazard 
“ Perhaps one-thousandth as 
significant as these in terms of 
known human effects are the 
hazards in food due to en­ 
vironmental contaminants — 
the m ercury in lakes and 
rivers, the PCBs and similar 
careless or 
inadvertent pol­ 
lutants." Hall said 
And he said even far less 
significant are the hazards 
from pesticide residues and 
from food additives 
“ In part, the pesticide resi­ 
due and food additive risks are 
extremely low because a great 
deal of scientific and regulatory 
effort has gone into their 
evaluation, prevention and con­ 
trol In part also, they are low 
because the substances in­ 
volved are in virtually all cases 
used by people with some 
knowledge, or even expertness, 
in their use 
"The microbiological hazards 
are large because they are af­ 
fected by the way the 238 
million people in the United 
States and Canada handle and 
choose food, and few are ex­ 
perts." 
“ It is thus paradoxical and 
frustrating that many people 
persist in viewing these hazards 
virtually in inverse and per­ 
verse order of importance," 
Hall said “ It is quite obvious 
that many people fear what 
they see as chemical and are 
uncritically admiring of what 
thev consider to be natural ." 


Star of Bethlehem 
probably a nova 


LONDON (U P I) - A team of 
British astronomers has turned 
to the East to shed some new 
light on what the three Wise 
Men might have seen shining 
there 
David H 
Clark. John H 
Parkinson and F 
Richard 
Stephenson say the Star of 
Bethlehem, 
which 
tradition 
says heralded the birth of 
Jesus, was likely a nova — or 
exploding star — which blazed 
out in 5 B.C., a year historical 
sources also say may have been 
the birth year of Christ 
Writing in the December is­ 
sue of the Royal Astronomical 
Society’s Quarterly Journal, 
they cite evidence in ancient 
Chinese and Korean records as 
support for their theory 
The 
s c ie n tis ts 
combed 
through ancient records for the 
years 10 B C through 13 A D 
and found only two sightings of 
new stars 
The first, recorded in the 
Astronomical Treatise of the 
History of the Former Han 
Dynasty, said that sometime 
between March 10 and April 7 of 
the year we now consider as 5 
B.C.. a “ hui-hsing“ — or 
“ sweeping" star — appeared 
and lasted for about 70 days 
“ As the 5 B C record does not 
mention any motion, it seems 
likely that this object may have 
been a nova and thus at a fixed 
celestial location, with a rayed 
appearance resulting from dis­ 
tortions within the eye which 
can occur for very bright 
objects,” the article said 
The astronomers found anoth­ 
er reference to a new star at 
about the same date in an an­ 
cient Korean text, the History 
of the T h ree Kingdom s- 
Chronicle of Silla 
This referred to the appear­ 
ance of a “ po-hsing" — general­ 
ly meaning an apparently tail­ 
less comet or a comet that 
sends out rays evenly in all 
directions 
The Korean record, however, 
puts the sighting in roughly the 


same part of the sky and same 
time of year, but in 4 B.C., a 
year later than the Chinese 
sighting 
The astronomers think that 
whoever copied out the Korean 
records — summaries of the 
original records with a lot of 
data lost — may have made a 
mistake with the date and mis- 
recorded the 5 B C 
Chinese 
sighting 


"A t first sight this possibility 
may seem unlikely, but if the 
Korean report does refer to an 
event in 4 B C . then it is un­ 
usual that more competent 
Chinese astronomers did not 
record it," the article said 


The position of the Chinese 
star 
as well as the Korean 
sighting 
would tally with the 
account in the Gospel according 
to St Matthew that the star was 
shining in the east 


Such a position would have 
made it rise in the east several 
hours before the sun, the article 
said

crimination against women Nikka 
brings me ideas from the year 1377

The scoring passes from senior Randy 
Garcia, who replaced starter Tom Sorley 
in the fourth quarter, lifted Nebraska to 
a 21-17, come-from-behind win over the 
Tar Heels. 
G arcia attempted only three passes 
and completed all of them , including a 
10-yard touchdown toss to Curtis Craig 
and a game-winning 34-yard bomb to 
Tim Smith. Sorley threw 14 tim es, with 
11 completions for 105 yards. 
The change in tactics caught Coach 
Bill Dooley and his North Carolina squad 
off guard. 
But the North Carolina defenders, led 
by linebacker Buddy Curry with eight 
tackles and 10 assists, shut down I.M. 
Hipp, N ebraska’s all-tim e, single-season 
rushing leader. They held Hipp to 52 
yards on 18 carries and gave up only one 
touchdown on the ground — a 15-yard run 
by Dodie Donnell, who carried nine 
times for 59 yards. 
Nebraska was equally effective in cut­ 
ting off North Carolina's running game.

Amos” Law rence, who rushed for 1,211 
yards during the regular season, left the 
game with an injured ankle in the second

A way out 
Playing basketball at Hancock may be a way out 
of the Oakland ghetto for freshman Don Seals

E ver since Ja ck ie Robinson broke 
baseball's color barrier with the 


Brooklyn 
Dodgers in 
1947, black 


ath letes have been able to use 
professional sports as a means to es­ 
cape

Am erica The story of a black 's rise 
from the slums to suburbia has thus 
been told and written many tim es 
The achievem ents of such contem ­ 
porary American athletic heroes as 
Muhammad 
Ali 
have raised 
the 
hopes of countless thousands of im­ 
poverished youths, black and all 
colors alike, and has served to in­ 
spire the upwards m obility of these 
youths 
through 
the m edium of 
professional sports 
Today at Allan Hancock College 
that sam e story is unfolding on the 
basketball court in the fram e of a sl­ 
ender. youthful and talented guard 
from a not-so-nice-to-live-in ghetto 
in Oakland. California 
For Don 
Seals, one of 10 children in a family 
that knows the meaning of the word 
struggle from experience, basket­ 
ball. and being able to play it for the 
Allan Hancock College Bulldogs, is 
his way out of the trappings of 
poverty and into the offerings of 
m ain stream 
A m erica. 
F o r 
Don 
Seals, it is also a way out for his 
m other 
“ I can rem em ber walking one day 
back in Oakland by some very rich 
looking homes and thinking how my 
m other never had a home she could 
call her own and how she never had 
any special things that only extra 
money could buy. She worked very 
hard to m ake life as easy as she 
could for us and would never com ­ 
plain about it She would just go out 
and break her back everyday so she 
could pay our bills and give us the 
things we needed most. 
“ Well I decided that day if I could 
do well in basketball, in other words 
m ake it in the pros, I would buy her 
a home and give her money so that 
at least once she could have things 
she never had but always deserved 
This is what drives me the m ost. I 
want to succeed so that life can 


finally be easy for my m other." 
With that day in the hack of his 
mind Seals has been driving towards 
his goal with relentless intensity 
ever since He knows his task is no 
easy one. the NBA has room for only 
so much talent, hut as Hancock 
Coach Bob MeCutcheon indicated in 
an assessm ent of his newly acquired 
backcourt te rro r. Seals has the 
tools 
"S eals has unlimited potential but 
whether he reaches the fullest e x ­ 
tent of his capabilities depends on 
him 
Is he willing to work hard 
enough, be sacrificial enough to a t­ 
tain his goals0 T hat's up to him He 
has the intelligence and he’s a class 
person: it is only a m atter of how 
much Don Seals wants to achieve his 
goals," 
In a sense Seals journey from the 
Oakland ghetto began when he was a 
sophomore playing junior varsity 
basketball for C astlem ont High 
School That year Seals established 
his basketball prowess in the San 
F ran cisco JV Tournam ent when he 
led his team to the championship 
and was honored a s the tourney’s 
M VP The test of varsity ball w as to 
begin as a junior and the challenge 
was met with even m ore basketball 
heroics 


Castlem ont is a C IF 4-A school 
and is one of six team s in the 
d e v a sta tin g 
O ak lan d 
At hl e t i c 
leag u e 
In his junior year C astle­ 
mont won the league title and from 
the beginning S e a ls was an in­ 
strum ental part of the winning 
m achine Seals averaged 15 points 
and 11 rebounds per game during the 
season and was elected most im ­ 
proved player by his team m ates. 


After winning 
the league title 
Castlemont and 11 other 4-A schools 
from Northern California entered 
into 
the 
MacClymondes 
Tourna­ 


m ent, 
one of the s ta te ’s m ost 
prestigious, and Seals was more 


than convincing. He averaged 17 
p oints and 10 rebounds in the 
tourney as Castlem ont captured the 
crown and Seals was named to the 
all-tournam ent first team . 
A fter the MacClymondes Tourna­ 


m ent cam e the Tournam ent of 
Champions, Northern California’s 
largest, and Castlem ont won that 
too with Seals averaging 16 points 
and 10 rebounds per gam e. Castle­ 
mont was then ranked third in the 
state and 14th in the nation 
In his senior year Seals added an 
avalanche of im pressive credentials 
to his already crowded basketball 
portfolio including the honor of be­ 
ing 
se le cte d 
High School 
A ll- 
A m erican Seals averaged 23 points 
and 12 rebounds during the season 
and 
ev en 
though 
C a s tle m o n t 
finished second in the league they 
retu rn ed 
to

repeat as champions. 
S e a l s a g a i n 
m a d e t he a l l ­ 
tournament first team by averaging 
22 points and 12 rebounds and also 
made the all-tourney team s in the 
Richmond and Gridley tournaments 
that were also won by Castlemont 
To round out his high school 
career, Seals was elected all-city 
first team , all-East Bay first team , 
All-Northern 
California, 
All-State 
and of course, All-American In his 
h i g h 
s c h o o l 
c a r e e r 
S e a l s 
demonstrated repeatedly his con­ 
sistency and his ability to play under 
pressure when it counted the most 
He was rewarded justly. 
So in three years ot tenacious, in­ 
spired basketball Seals became the 
only person on his block to have 
m ore trophies than shoes, more rib­ 
bons than pants, m ore honors than 
West Point But all of this was just a 
beginning for Seals an era in which 


he would establish himself as a 
college prospect, a prelude to a 
higher level of competition that he 
would have to m aster in order to 
have a shot at the pros. And, follow­ 
ing graduation in June of 1977, Han­ 
cock College becam e the next-rung 
on the ladder to Seals' ultim ate goal. 
At Hancock, the 6-foot-3‘4 , 185- 
pound Seals will he playing mostly 
guard but may also see some time 
as the te a m ’s swingman at forward 
Seals 
cautiously 
evaluated 
his 
team 
as having good offensive 
players but needing a better team 
defense "T he players are just now 
getting together so it is very hard to 
say how good we will be If we can 
play together like a family, the type 
of play where there isn’t selfishness 
but a willingness by the players to 
support 
each 
other during our 
games, then I think we will be very 
tough 
We would like to bring the 
state title back to Hancock (Han­ 
cock won it in 1973-74) and I think we 
have enough talent to do it, but we 
will need a lot of fan support to spur 
the team on ." 
Seals will be with the Bulldogs for 
just one year but that is a blessing in 
itself. Before deciding to com e to 
Hancock he received offers from

There's no provision for an of­ 
ficial protest in pro football as 
there is in baseball, which is an 
injustice in one way but a pure 
blessing in another because 
what would they do with an of­ 
ficial found to have cost a team 
a key ball game — hang him 
from the nearest goal post? 
Anytime a protest is upheld in 
baseball, the game in question 
either is resumed from the 
point of dispute or replayed en­ 
tirely. Such cases are rare 
since baseball protests are up­ 
held about as often as Egypt 
and Israeli get together at the 
peace table. 
In football, there’s no practi­ 
cal way to replay a game 
already finished or resume it 
from the point of contention. 
That doesn’t necessarily 
mean football officials never 
m ake 
m istak es. 
T h e y ’re 
human, the same as anyone 
else Certainly they make mis­ 
takes although on balance, they 
don't make that many. Only a 
few years ago, the Los Angeles 
Rams were given five downs 
during the same series. The 
referee lost count of the downs 
and for doing that, he and his 
entire crew drew a suspension. 
All this comes into sharper 


focus now due to the uncom­ 
mon furor continuing over Sun­ 
day's contest in Baltimore 
where quarterback Bert Jones 
of the Colts fumbled away the 
ball near the Patriots’ goal-line 
with less than three minutes 
left, but the referee ruled he 
had whistled the play dead, and 
Baltimore 
immediately 
took 
advantage of that break to beat 
New England. 30-24, for its 
third straight AFC East Divi­ 
sion championship. 
A New England victo ry 
automatically would have given 
Miami the division champion­ 
ship title under the National 
Football League’s tie-breaker 
rule, but when the Colts won, 
that finished the Dolphins for 
the season 
Up at their headquarters on 
Park Avenue, the N F L people 
haven’t heard the end of it yet, 
nor are they likely to for some 
time to come 
They put one man on the 
phones especially to handle all 
the the angry calls coming in 
from M iam i and the New 
England area Monday. All the 
callers were incensed over 
what they felt was a sheer out­ 
rage Everybody calling in was 
mad 
Although the Patriots already 
had been eliminated from the 
playoffs before Sunday's game. 


their supporters are burned up 
because a victory was “ stolen” 
from them. The Miami fans are 
boiling because they feel their 
team was jobbed out of the divi­ 
sion title, and Dolphin Coach 
Don Shula, who was watching 
the game on TV, is steaming 
because he isn’t sure whether 
the referee blew his whistle ac­ 
cidentally. prematurely or ar­ 
bitrarily. 
" I don’t know what the ruling 
was. whether the whistle had 
blown or whether they (the of­ 
ficials) just didn’t see the 
plav.'' Shula keeps saying, "but 
it was evident that Jones 
fumbled and New England 
recovered." 
Fred Silva was the referee in 
Sunday’s game. He’s no rookie, 
having officiated in the N F L 11 
seasons. For working Sunday’s 
game, he got 1575 plus a lot of 
heat 
Jones says he doesn’t know if 
he fumbled before the play was 
over or not. If Silva was guilty 
of whistling too quickly, it 
could've been he was being 
overprotective of Jones. Con­ 
sciously or otherwise, most 
referees don’t ike to see 
quarterbacks absorb unneces­ 
sary punishment, particularly 
quarterbacks of Jones’ ability, 
so thev sometimes become a bit 


overprotective. 
Regardless, it was purely a 
judgment call on Silva’s part 
and as such, all those irate 
Miami and New England fans 
have no solid basis for their 
condemnation of him. They can 
criticize his judgment, but 
who’s to say their own judg­ 
ment of him is right. That goes 
for Don Shula, too. He wasn't 
exactly a disinterested witness 
watching that game. 


If it's any consolation, Fred 
Silva draws some support from 
Lee MacPhail. President of the 
American League. 


"In this particular case, 
there couldn't be any protest in 
baseball, either, because it was 
a judgment call," says Mac­ 
Phail. "The only time there can 
be a protest with us is when a 
rule is interpreted improperly. 
Besides, we’ve found that dif­ 
ferent camera positions can 
give you entirely different 
views of the same play. You see 
it from one angle and you say 
‘What a bad call!’ Then you 
look at it another way and you 
say. ‘Well, now wait a minute.’ 
My sympathy is all with him 
(Silva). He was right there, he 
most likely was in a position to 
see the play best and he was the 
one who had to make the call ” 


Hunt gives Bettis 
his walking papers

KANSAS CITY. Mo (U P I) - 
Kansas City Chiefs owner 
Lamar Hunt, contending the 
Chiefs have better talent than 
their 2-12 record indicates, has 
fired Head Coach Tom Bettis. 


Hunt Monday said he is look­

Bettis had been given the job 
on a make-good basis in mid­ 
season to replace Paul Wiggin. 
who was fired after the club’s 1- 
8 start, and 5-9 records in the 
previous two seasons 
Kansas City beat Green Bay 
in its first game under Bettis, 
but lost the last six. including a 
34-31 decision to Seattle, a 
second-year expansion team. 
Only 22.262 people showed up 
for that game in Arrowhead 
Stadium, the smallest crowd 
since the 80.000-seat facility 
was opened in 1972. 
The low attendance came 
when two of the Chiefs’ best 
players ever, linebackers Willie 
Lamer and Jim Lynch, had an­ 
nounced their retirements and 
were playing in their final game 
at home. 


The Chiefs’ 2-12 record was 
their worst season ever. 
Hunt’s decision not to retain 
Bettis was not unexpected The 
Kansas City owner even admit­ 
ted he has talked to possible 
replacements since he fired 
Wiggin on Oct 31 


“ We feel a complete change 
is necessary in order to 
revitalize our football team," 
said Hunt "W e are rededicat- 
ing ourselves to the task of get­ 
ting the Chiefs back up among 
the top teams in pro football." 


Bettis said he didn't think he 
was given a fair opportunity, 
but would not criticize Hunt. 
" I want to leave clean.” said 
Bettis, who joined the team in 
1967 as an assistant coach.

If the carrier of the 
advertising, i.e. a newspaper, 
is protected by the F irst

It won't com e tomorrow and probably 
not next month, but in the foreseeable 
future, the city of Lompoc is going to 
come to grips with its historical past. 
In simple terms the city will try to 
identify the remants of the past as found 
in existing buildings, as reflected in the 
d e s ig n of 
p u b lic 
f a c ilit ie s su ch a s 
b r id g e s 
an d 
th o ro u g h fa res 
and 
maybe as evident in 
the landscape itself 
S om e of a ll th is 
cam e out in a convers- 
tion the other day with 
Tim J 
Beedle, who 
cam e to work for the 
city recently as an 
urban planner Beedle 
cam e from San Luis 
O b isp o , 
w h ere he 
w rote or helped w rite that c ity 's 
Historical and Architectural Conserva­ 
tion Element 
The meeting with Beedle resulted 
from queries put to another city official 
on the status of the original site of La 
Purisima Mission As most readers may 
know the site is located in the southern 
portion of Lompoc and except for a small 
part of that original site that lies within 
the city is now covered by home develop­ 
ment 
This led to the discussion of historical 
sites in general and finally to Beedle 
Earlier than all this though was a dis­ 
cussion with a group of people, one of 
whom 
mentioned 
several 
potential 
historical sites including the old Vic­ 
torian. three story home on North A 
Street adjacent to La Honda School and 
the home of the late Marguerite Hall on 
North 
H Street 
Both site s w ere 
described as important to preserve, 
much in the way the historical society 
preserved the Spanne House on West 
Walnut Avenue 
One way of accomplishing all this 
would be to set up a preservation dis­ 
trict . although that is not certain in ad­ 
vance Beedle says the study of the city's 
history might or might not result in a 
d is t r ic t a p p ro a c h

m easures would com e out of the study, 
according to Beedle. 
the study will in­ 
vestigate the city's past, how the city 
was founded and how it grew If there s 
enough of the past identified in a con­

possibility is unclear. 
One thing that is clear is that Beedle 
will be talking with people in the com ­ 
munity who have a handle on the past. 
The project is way down the line on the 
list of prioritieis Beedle has before him,

One of the people Beedle has already 
talked with or maybe it was som e of his 
associates, who did, is Earle Calvert 
Calvert is the founder and president of 
the Lompoc Valley Historical Society 
and he is also chairman of the County 
Historical Landmark Committee. The 
organization began in 1956 under the 
charter of county ordinance 1716 
The com m ittee memorialized the one- 
room Artesia School along with the city 
fathers as a city-county landmark Some 
may recall that the school was moved 
from countv area on Artesia Avenue to 
its present site on El Camino School 
The school provided the beginning educa­ 
tion for a whole generation of West 
Valley youngsters including those of the 
Beattie fam ily Readers may know that 
John Beattie went on to serve for many 
years on the school board, and Francis 
Beattie becam e a county supervisor.

The city of Lompoc has memorialized 
the old Carnegie Library (now Lompoc 
Museum), and could designate the Span­

These are som e bits and pieces that 
have surfaced recently. All of it reflects 
the interest a city has in preserving its 
past As tim e passes and Beedle gets into 
the work, the outlines and possibilities 
will becom e a little clearer. 
Some tim e ago this reporter had the 
pleasure of meeting an English woman 
who cam e to Lompoc to m eet face-to- 
face for the first time a woman with 
whom she had corresponded as a pen pal 
since World War II. 
Readers may recall that a followup 
story told of the English wom an’s plight 
that cam e to light when she prepared to 
leave for home The airlines, for som e 
unknown technical reasons refused to 
honor the tickets of the woman for the 
return flight of her and her daughter. It 
was a dramatic story, climaxed by the 
appeal by the husband of her Lompoc pen 
pal with the president of the airline in

Stroessner. the d ic­ 
tator who has held the 
Paraguayan people in 
his iron grip for 23 
years 
This sounded to us 
like wild. anti-Stroessner propaganda. 
But one of our sources traveled to 
Paraguay and brought back substantial 
but second-hand reports of the sexual 
abuses Now we have obtained the sworn 
statem ent of an eyew itn ess whose 
credibility cannot be challenged. The 
squalid story, unfortunately, is true. 


In the past. Alfredo Stroessner has dis­ 
tinguished himself by tyrannizing his 
own people and by providing a haven for 
Adolf Hitler’s war crim inals 
Among 
these refugees from world justice is Dr. 
Josef 
M engele, perhaps the m ost 
celebrated Nazi war crim inal still on the 
loose, described by the little Jewish girl 
Anne Frank as “ the angel of exter­ 
mination” at Auschwitz concentration 
camp Both passports and protection are 
provided by Stroessner 
Now the dictator has been linked to 


this nasty sex scandal. Sources allege 
that he frequently visits a suburban 
home, in a neighborhood called “ Barrio 
Sajonia,” where the children are sexual­ 
ly abused. 
Yet the sad fact is that the United 
States over the years has been one of 
Stroessner’s strongest supporters. Just 
la st S ep tem b er, he w as P resid en t 
C arter’s dinner guest at the White 
House. He has received an annual 
average of $6 million in American aid 
over the past four years. And the flow of 
m ilitary assistance to Paraguay didn't 
stop until this year. 
The details of the sexual depravity are 
alm ost too sickening to publish. But it’s a 
story that should not be hushed up. The 
details are provided by Ada Rodriguez, 
who com es from a Paraguayan fam ily of 
wealth and influence. Her late grand­ 
f a t h e r w a s c h i e f j u s t i c e of the 
Paraguayan suprem e court. Her uncle is 
now the Paraguayan ambassador in 
London Her father is an important of­ 
ficial in an international organization in 
Washington 
Sources at the State Department con­ 
firmed that Ada Rodriguez is a person of 
consequence 
and credibility. 
Larry 
Birns, d irector of the C ouncil on 
Hemispheric Affairs, put us together 
with her 
She answered our questions 
and gave us a sworn affidavit. 
Ada's involvement in the child abuse 
scandal began in November 1975. She and 
her husband, a naval officer, were hav­ 
ing lunch at the house of his superior of­ 
ficer when they were summoned "by 
neighbors to a house next door,” she told 
our associate Joe Spear 
To her horror, she “saw the uncon­ 
scious bodies of three little girls, two of 
them age 8. the other age 9, lying naked

The notorious chief of the secret 
police. Pastor Coronel, accused her of 
being involved in a plot to kill Stroes­ 
sner, When she denied it, Coronel per­ 
sonally began beating her while she was 
held by another man 
Then she was 
thrown, sem i-conscious, into a room 
where she was beaten continuously for 
three days. 
Once she was dipped headfirst into “ a 
large tub" filled with sewage. Later, she 
heard a man scream ing and was in­ 
formed by a guard it was her husband 
and son being tortured. “ I decided I 
could take it no more," she said. “1 
found a piece of a can and started cutting 
my wrist and arm .” 
A sneering guard dragged her into the 
bathroom and stuck her wounded wrist 
into a “ gutter full of excrem ent." She 
lost consciousness and woke up in a 
hospital 
It took the political connections of her 
influential fam ily to gain her release on 
Feb 13.1977 She has been in the United 
States ever since, slowly recovering 
from her ordeal.

Washington Calling by 
Marquis Childs 
David K.E 
Bruce 


WASHINGTON — David K.E. Bruce 
w as more than a diplomat of superb at- 
tainm ents in the arts of negotiation. He 
was a man of such warmth, cultivation 
and humor that to have beat his friend 
for many years w as a rare privilege 
treasured particularly now that he is 
gone. 


The only ambassador ever to have 
served in Bonn, Paris 
and London as w ell as 
th e 
A m e r i c a n 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e 
to 
NATO at Brussels, his 
record was unique in 
th e 
a n n a l s 
of 
A m e r i c a n 
f o r e i g n 
policy. After Europe 
he did a stint as chief 
of the U.S. liaison m is­ 
sion in Peking where 
his sen se of humor 
served him well in a 
p o s t 
w h i c h 
w a s 
lim ited even in its cerem onial aspects. 
He w as repeatedly implored to write 
his m em oirs or even segm ents of his 
large experience. Each tim e he politely 
said no. Anything like a kiss-and-tell ver­ 
sion of his career was repellent, and he 
believed that the secrets to which he had 
been privy belonged to the nation and to 
historians in the years to come.

Happily with private m eans he was un­ 
der no temptation to sell his story. His 
resources, stem m ing in part from an 
earlier career in business and the law in 
B altim ore, enabled him to indulge 
him self as a collector of antique fur­ 
niture, objects of art and paintings. It 
was more than a hobby since with his un­ 
erring eye he might have had quite a dif­ 
ferent career as an authority on art. 


If he never wrote about his past as a 
raconteur, he was inimitable. He could 
laugh about him self. 


One of the anecdotes he told with much 
chuckling laughter concerned his chief, 
William (Wild Bill) Donovan, in the Of­ 
fice of Strategic Services during World 
War II. In this precursor of the CIA, 
Bruce w as the director for Europe, a 
role he performed with imagination and 
boldness. 
On D-day, Donovan coopted Bruce to 
go with him to France. This was strictly 
contrary to orders and the American 
commander of U.S. forces at the inva­ 
sion point w as considerably annoyed. 
Not long after they touched French soil, 
the two men found them selves huddled 
against a hedge row as bullets flew 
overhead. 
“Of course, you have your destruct pill 
with you?” Donovan said. Top-level OSS 
officers were required to have with them 
at all tim es a suicide pill, to be taken 
with the im m inent threat of capture and 
torture. Bruce had to confess that he did 
not have his destruct pill. 
As Bruce told the story, Donovan ex­ 
ploded. “ Well, where is it?” All the time 
the battle lines were drawing closer. 


“ I left it,” Bruce said with em barrass­ 
ment, "on the dresser in my hotel 
bedroom in London.” 
“ W ell,” said Donovan, “som e poor 
maid will get it and that will be the end 
of her.” 


In the post-war years as the Euro­ 
pean Community began to take form, 
Bruce put untiring efforts into per­ 
suading France to ratify the concept of a 
European army. Prem ier Pierre Mendes 
France was opposed and Charles de 
Gaulle, a kind of reincarnation of Joan of 
Arc and Napoleon, seem ed to atone for 
the defeat of 1940 and the Nazi occupa­ 
tion. 
« 
I rem em ber the day in the Assembly in 
Paris when the European army was to 
com e to a vote. That airless, gloomy 
chamber was packed to the rafters and 
the atmosphere was charged with ten­ 
sion 
A lth o u g h p r o t o c o l f o r b a d e his 
presence, as the chief protagonist, his 
beautiful wife Evangeline sat directly 
opposite the press gallery. 
When the narrow vote was recorded 
against the arm y, the triumphant opposi­ 
tion broke into loud cheers. This was the 
close of the session that had begun with a 
prolonged debate. 
We dashed for the exits and a beautiful 
sunny Sunday afternoon. I drove with 
Mrs. Bruce to the charming sm all 18th 
century villa they had leased at Ver­ 
sailles for the summer There the am ­ 
bassador was philosophic in defeat, all 
the more determined to work for Euro­ 
pean union short of a common military 
force 


Bruce was one of three U.S. diplomats 
who did so much to guide policy as 
America em erged after 1945 as a super­ 
power in nuclear rivalry with the Soviet 
Union. The other two who preceded him 
in death were Charles E Bohlen, am bas­ 
sador to Moscow and later to France and 
th e 
P h i l i p p i n e s , 
and 
L l e w e l l y n 
Thompson, who had two tours of duty in 
the Soviet Union and long experience in 
the diplomacy of the cold war and the 
beginnings of detente. 
While Bruce had retired following his 
NATO assignm ent, he continued to take 
an active interest in the way the world 
turned and with the sam e zest and humor 
an d 
o u t w a r d 
w e l l - b e i n g 
t h a t 
characterized his entire life. At 79 he 
was still a man for all seasons. 
To say this is the end of an era is too 
glib David Bruce will stand as an in­ 
spiration to foreign service officers who 
in recent years have felt slighted and 
passed by In our tim e of troubles it was 
our good fortune to have as our represen­ 
tative abroad an American so richly en­ 
dowed
